A Fine Demonstration Dedicating 


Headquarters.. 


O)d-T)me Bnthuaiaem—Sensible Speech 


by Hon. Qeorffe Bunt. 


Lost night the Republicans of Deoatur 


gave their first utdoor demonstration of 
the campaign which ^will not be formally 
begun until the first ot September. It 
was hold to dedicate the pnrty headquar- 
ters, and proved a big success in point of 
attendance and enthusiasm. It was not 
intended nt aooo yesterday to have n 
torchlight parade, as it was not then 
known that the torches could be finished 
in time; therefore no announcement or 
elfort was made to bring out the full 
force of the four marching clubs. When 
the crowd gathered at the club room tbc 
enthusiasm was running high, and the 
old and yonng voters determined to make 
a little impromptu sport just to set the 
political ball rolling ncd to show what 
could be done on short notice. While 
Goodman's band and the club martial 
band entertained the crowd which filled 
the street and room, the torch bearers got 
on their bright uniforms and lit up and 
formed in line to escort the speaker to the 
hall. 


THE MARCH. 


The line formed in command of Cap- 


tains F. M. Young and Walter Strange, 
with Goodman's band in the lead, fol- 
lowed by the Young Men's Escort Club 
and new banner, the martial band, and 
members of the Old Guard. -It was a 
very creditable display ot over 100 torch- 
es, and the companies made a line ap- 
pearance in their handsome uniforms. 
The column marubed north on Main to 
North street, thence east to Water, south 
to East Main, thence west to the old 
squnro and the Nosv Deming Hotel, from 
which point tho speaker, Hon. George 
Hnnt, of Paris, Republican nominee for 
Attorney General, accompanied by Hou. 
Jason Rogers, was escorted to the club 
room. The crowd was so great tbat it 
would hove caused an overllow at tho 
court house, and the ladies and gentle- 
men hud to occupy chairs placed on the 
pavement and in tho streer, the clubrjom 
itself being more than half u'lled. 


President Mosser nioiibted a tnble 


placed in front of tho entrance to the hall, 
uud stated the object of the gathering, at 
tho sumo time remarking that owing to 
the immense crowd it was found uncesBB- 
ry to camp out on the pavement and in 
the street. 


The exercises opened with singing by 


tho (})<!0 Club, who gave "We'll follow 
whoro (ho white plume waves" mid "The 
Siilvatiou Army." 


CAPTAIN HUNT'S SPEECH. 


The President introduced tho speaker 


in titling words. Mr. Hunt, who is n msn 
ot email stature, with a high forehead and 
a head chock full of brains, was received 
with general applause. We regret that 
we have not Kpace for his logical and 
eloquent address in full. It was a sensi- 
ble, masterly and sledge-hammer speech 
from beginning to end, aud commanded 
thetlofiost attention of his hundreds of 
Bearers. It was full of meaty points, 
such as sot people to thinking, and there 
was no attempt whatever to misrepresent 
lacts or tho political history of tho cou- 
londiug parties. He said: Shall tho dem- 
ocratic party with its history and its tra- 
ditions be triumphant in the coming con- 
test, or shall the Repnblic|n party, with 
its brilliant record and its promises that 
have been fullilled? At the outset the 
speaker considered the position occupied 
by tho two opposing parties aud said: In 
common with tho masses of the people I 
would have been gratified had the demo- 
cratic party promulgated a single new 
idea in its latest platform, or in any plat- 
form adopted by it since the Republicans 
came into power. The democratic party 
is simply a party of negatives and oppo- 
sition. As Republicans we come before 
the people challenging the closest inspec- 
tion. The party does riot ask that uny 
part of its rocord shall be obliterated or 
lousidered n deni'l issue. It has always 
been brave, aggressive and progressive. 
It never made a promise it did not intend 
to keep, aud none that it did not keep so 
fur us it had the power. It gave the peo- 
ple the Homestead Law. The democratic 
party was in power 'M years. It found 
time iu u!l those years to pass obnoxious 
JAWS, but it never did anything for the 
poor man. The Republicans passed the 
Homestead Law. Look at populous Kau- 
ris nod Nebraska and Minnesota, aod see 
the benefits of tbat law. 


When the Republican party caruo into 


power if. found hostile guns pointed ut 
Washington with slavery in tho south. 
To-day the Goddess of Liberty from her 
serene height looks dowu on the finished 
capital and sees not a single slave iu all 
this land. | Applause] 


The speaker then turned hia attention 


to the currency question, and showed that 
the Republican party bud kept all ils 
promises faithfully, and protected the 
honor of the uatiou. It brought about 
specie resumption iu 1879, uud to-day its 
bonds command ;> premium at home and 
abroad.

slavery forever, wne passed by Republican 
votes, every Democrat voting against it.

Next cnmi) the adoption by the Repub- 


licans ot the Htb amendment, which do- 


ires first that the freedmen shall be rec- 


ognized an a citizen in tho land—in this 
laud whero he hud been working us a 
slave for '250 yours; 2d, tuat his Hiiun'd 
rights shsll bo protected, and third, that 
no part of Ihu reool claims Bhidl ever be 
paid. 


Theu eume the adoption of thi> 1.3th 


amendment, giving tlie freedmen full po- 
litical rights, which deprived the Demo- 
cratic orators of the old cry of "negio 
equality." 


Iu the post 25 years the Democratic 


party has never made a declaration, or 
occupied a position, but what was a self- 
confessed .mistake. The speaker devoted 
some time to palling attention to the in- 
numerable mistakes, which he presented 
with forcible words, being frequently in- 
terrupted by applause and laughter.

went on to show that in 25 years the Dem- 
ocrats hod not made a promise which it 
ought or dared to have kept.

"That's so."j 


British tree trade has crushed the man- 


ufacturing industries in Ireland and mil 
lions ot Irish people have come to Amer- 
ica to get the advantage of thu American 
protection policy. All the English papers 
support Cleveland because they know 
tbat if the dernacrats get in power the 
free trade policy will be adopted, aud that 
will mean death to American manufacto- 
ries and a victory for England who can 
then fix prices for articles made by Brit- 
ishers aud used in this country. Hero 
the speaker made n humorous allusion 
to the trouble the democrats had had witli 
the tari!l'---'.'a tarill' for revenue only; a 
tariff only for revenue;" and the latest 
wrinkle, "A tarill for public purposes ex- 
clusively," all meaning tho same thing 
Mr. Hunt suid the English language is 
tolerably explicit, and stated that thai 
party does not express its declarations 
plainly cannot be trusted. The demo 
crats say reduce tho tarill'. Since ISl-i 
when they got control of congress they 
have not reduced thetarill'in any respect 
except on quinine.

words. As their lender iu Illinois tho 
democrats have put tip Carter Harrison. 
I will not say anything of him. The 
more the people leuru about him tho 
greater will bo Oglesby's majority. 


After un eloquent suromire up of tho 


history of the Republican party, Mr. 
Hunt declared that he W»B proud ot tho 
party and its measures aud believfid thnt 
its candidates would be triniu pliant ly 
elected. So that tho country will have 
four years more ot national prosperity,
